I Believe 

In the Resurrection 


The resurrection of Jesus Christ is the root of 
all Christian experience. None of the doctrines of 
Christianity has any lasting personal Impact apart 
from the reality of the resurrection of Jesus. 

Jesus' death was initially misunderstood by His 
disciples and It drove them Into seclusion and des¬ 
pair. After seeing their risen Lord, the disciples knew 
that Jesus had conquered the horrible darkness of 
death. The heavy weight of despair which crushed 
all the Joy out of their days and filled their nights 
tormenting loneliness was forever lifted! 

No group of people ever had experienced greater 
hope and promise of a bright and glorious future. 
They had found their messiahl He had assured them 
time after time of His genuine right to be called the 
Son of God and Saviour of mankind. He had the power 
to heal every sickness, command the raging sea to 
be calm, and even raise the dead. As their hopes were 
high, their expectations came crashing down with 
sickening Impact as Jesus was captured, tried and 
crucified that dark Friday we since have come to call 
"Good.” 

In the disciples' dark despair following Jesus' 
crucifixion we see the shadow outlines of all human 
hopelessness throughout all time. In His triumph 
over death we truly see the dawning of a new day. 

At this time of year, many begin to speak of 
the renewal of sprlno and the promise of the resur¬ 
rection. Certainly spring speaks of and parallels the 
reality of the resurrection, but there is so much more. 
The resurrection of Jesus Christ is so much more 
than the cycles of the seasons. 

In the death of Jesus we see the death of 
man's rebellion against God. In the resurrection of 
Jesus we see the beginning of a whole new way of 
living In joyous submission to God. “Resurrection 
living" for a Christian Is a totally new way of living, 
as love is different from hate, as faith Is different 
from doubt, as kindness is different from cruelty. 

In the changing of the seasons yve have renewal 
of the older order repeated year after year. In t|\e resur¬ 
rection, however, there Is the beginning of a new way 
of life. St. Paul put It like this: "Therefore if anyone 
Is In Christ he Is a new creature. Old things are 
passed away, behold all things are become new." II 
Cor. 5:17. 

Many people, sometimes even professing Chris¬ 
tians, think of the Christian life as doing the best 
they know how, or trying their best to please God. 
Faith In the resurrection cancels out such thinking. 
The resurrection is supernatural. It Is God creating 
new life where death had been a reality. If we listen 
carefully to the Bible we hear a message of hope 
for sinners helplessly and hopelessly lost In sin. 

If Christianity were simply the renewal of the old 
life. It would be the renewal of self-centeredness 
where man "Is the captain of his fate and the master 
of his soul." Biblical Christianity offers man a whole 
new way of living with Jesus Christ at the controls. 
Unless we believe In such a resurrection centered in 
Jesus Christ, we may have religion but we will not 
have eternal life.

There are very few signs 
of her past. 

Here and there, street 
names hint at some of the 
memories: Carriage House 
Road, Tropical Avenue, 
Don Ben.ite^Ranch Top 
Road and Pear Orchard 
Lane. 

There is, of course, 
Hastings Ranch Road, used 
long ago to bring socialites to 
a mansion from the railroad 
stop in a carriage drawn by 
mules, decked in red leather 
harnesses with bells. 

The mansion is gone. So 
are the prize-winning horses, 
the French car, the airstrip. 
Army target range and ex¬ 
perimental vineyards which 
dotted this foothill mesa at 
different times. 

Hastings Ranch is entirely 
different today, a thriving 
shopping center along Foot¬ 
hill and Rosemead and a 
stable residential neighbor¬ 
hood of 6200 persons. 

Hastings residents, accord¬ 
ing to the Census Bureau, 
have a slightly higher educa¬ 
tion level and lower divorce 
rate than Sierra Madre, the 
Oaks, the Ranch and High¬ 
land Oaks to the east. 

When Charles Cook Hast¬ 
ings bought the ranch 99 
years ago, the land was 
baren, except for sagebrush, 
a neglected orange grove and 
a shack whose inside walls 
were covered with pages of 
the Police Gazette. 

A few passersby then 
would have guessed that the 
property has been owned by 
a string of well-known land- 
owners, including Benjamin 
D. (Don Benito) Wilson, A. 
B. Chapman and Louis 
Bradbury. 

Ranching was a new ven¬ 
ture for Hastings. 

He had sailed from New 
York to San Francisco at 
age 17 to pan for gold. He 
quickly decided that more 
money was to be made at the 
cash register than out of the 


ground. With a partner, H. 
M. Heuston, he started a re¬ 
tail business which grew to 
four stores by the time he 
was 24 and eventually made 
him a millionaire. 

Hastings was restless by 
the time he turned 50. He 
was a widower. His children 
were attending private 
schools in New York. He de¬ 
cided to help his manager, 
a Mr. L. Mann, find a cure 
for his tuberculosis by look¬ 
ing for a new business in a 
better climate. 

Hastings was drawn to 
Sierra Madre. On October 
13, 1882, he purchased the 
1100 acres, which he named 
“Mesa Alta Rancho,” for $7 
an acre. A year earlier, 
Nathaniel C. Carter had paid 
approximately $40 an acre 
for the 1100 acres which be¬ 
came Sierra Madre. 

Hastings hired Chinese la¬ 
borers to plant 300 acres 
vines and, with Mann, began 
to build a house and raise 
horses. 

About this time, another 
man who would play a major 
role in Hastings Ranch ar¬ 
rived in Sierra Madre. Albert 
Gregory had studied to be a 
surgeon on the East Coast, 
but gave it up to move to a 
climate that would hopefully 
cure his wife’s asthma. Gre¬ 
gory, my great-great uncle, 
became foreman of the horse 
operation on Mesa Alta. 

Hastings died in 1884 after 
an illness caused by exposure 
to wet weather. Mann died 
a short time later, leaving 
Gregory as manager of the 
ranch and the unfinished 
house. 

Hastings willed his estate 
to his children, Lizzie, 13, 
and Charles Heuston Hast¬ 
ings, 17. They were not of 
age to assume legal owneri 
ship, but that didn’t stop 
them from haggling ovef^ 
their father’s fortune. * 

Ownership of the property 
was not a dispute. Lizzie only 
wanted a statue of Benjamin 
Franklin, which was in the 
ranch house. Lizzie and 
Charles decided to roll dice 
for the statue. She won, and 
coaxed Charles to roll again 
for all the furniture. She won 
again and promptly had all 
but the statue shipped to Los 
Angeles to be sold. 

Charles bought it and ship¬ 
ped it back to the ranch. 

When he became legal 
owner of the property in 
1888, he put his inheritance

Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team got the call at 
5:10 p.m., and at 5:57 two 
sheriff’s paramedics and a 
member of the local rescue 
team rapelled out of a heli¬ 
copter to the victim. 

At 6:40 p.m. Villanueva 
was winched up to the heli¬ 
copter and flown to Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital where he 
was pronounced dead of 
multiple head and body in¬ 
juries. 

The victim and two hiking 
companions, Ken Church, 
18, and Adam White, 17, 
both of Covina, went hiking 
up Mt. Wilson Trail in Little 
Santa Anita Canyon about 
noon Monday. 

On the way back, at about 
4:45 p.m. at the south end of 
the slide, Ken and Adam 
were talking with Robert, 


and when he didn’t answer, 
they turned around and saw 
he wasn’t with them. 

They went back up the 
trail a short distance and im¬ 
mediately observed dust at 
the bottom of the canyon 
over 200 feet down. 

Adam found another 
route and climbed down to 
help Robert. Where the vic¬ 
tim fell is almost a verti¬ 
cal area, says Jerry New¬ 
comb, spokesman for the 
local Search and Rescue 
Team. 

At the same time, Michael 
Zimmerman, 18, and Randy 
Brown, 23, of Pasadena, 
came upon the scene and 
joined Adam while Ken ran 
for help. When Ken got to 
the trail head, he yelled and 
a woman phoned the Sierra | 
Madre Police. 

That’s when rescue opera¬ 
tions started. 

The Los Angeles County , 
fire Department helicopter, 
and both the Sheriff’s and 
Fire Department paramedics, 
as well as 15 Search and Res¬ 
cue members, participated in 
the rescue.

He bought unusual speci¬ 
mens of tropical plants and 
trees and had them planted 
on Mesa Alta. Peacocks and 
pheasants were added. He 
began his purchase of more 
than 200 horses, half of 
which were English Hack¬ 
neys which he entered in the 
Chicago World’s Fair, Pasa¬ 
dena Rose Parade and other 
shows. He built a large fish 
pond and bred carp. 

Hastings hired a person to 
tend to his 32 collies and col¬ 
lection of cats, housed in a 
maze of buildings with a 
complex system of trap 
doors, runways and hatches. 
The story goes that the dogs 
and cats gathered each eve¬ 
ning, shoulder to shoulder, 
around a huge caldron and 
were allowed to eat only 
when they were lined up 
smartly. 

Hastings appointed Gre¬ 
gory to manage the day-to- 
day affairs of the ranch, a 
job he held until 1940. This 
arangement worked remark¬ 
ably well for men of dif¬ 
ferent chemistry—Hastings, 
the fancy prancer, and Gre¬ 
gory, the workhorse. It en¬ 
abled Hastings to carry on a 
life of luxury and travel. 

For six months a year, 
Hastings lived at the Cali¬ 
fornia Club in Los Angeles 
and rode the trolley to the 
ranch each morning. He 
dated socialites and actresses 
and entertained hunting 
clubs and movie studio crews 
at the ranch. 

During the other six 
months, Hastings lived in 
hotel suites he had purchased 
in New York and Paris. 

He owned an automobile 
at a time when there were 
only 14 in the world. He 
bought Persian rugs, Turkish 
water pipes and hundreds of 
wooden owls, most of which 
were sent to the ranch. 

Meanwhile Gregory lived 


in a modest house near the 
ranch and drove his children 
to school each morning in a 
goat cart pulled by mules. 

He became a skilled trainer 
of horses and often broke 
animals for neighbors. He 
experimented with the dif¬ 
ferent kinds of grapes on a 
small plot near the Hastings 
house and had some of them 
bottled as wine under the 
labels of Sierra Madre Vin¬ 
tage, Sunnyslope, Blatz and 
Guaste. 

Each December, Gregory 
hiked into the mountains to 
cut a fir tree. He placed it 
in the mansion’s billiard 
room, decorated it with 
Hastings’ imported orna¬ 
ments and, on Christmas 
morning, passed out gifts to 
all of the workers. 

Just before Hastings’ 30th 
birthday, a broken love af¬ 
fair in France, with a Loss 
Angeles woman, unidentified 
to this date, changed the life 
of the bon vivant. He vowed 
never to marry, never to 
drive one of the motor car 
contraptions again, and to 
begin repaying to the estate 
the money he had spent wild¬ 
ly- 

This did not convert Char¬ 
les into a dull boy—just a 
more eccentric one. 

He bought a carriage and a 
French car and stored them 
in specially-made buildings, 
even though he never drove 
them. He perpetually had 
work done on the mansion, 
but decided never to have it 
completed since his father 
had left it that way. 

Hastings leased land to 
Sierra Air craft in the ’20s for 
a dirt airstrip. He was both¬ 
ered by the noise and termin¬ 
ated the lease when a plane 
hit one of his horses and 
cracked up, but miraculously 
left the horse merely bruised. 

Hastings disliked tele¬ 
phones. This eccentricity led 
to disaster. In 1928, a fire 
broke out in the mansion 


while everyone except the 
housemaid were away. Par¬ 
tially lame, she ran as best 
she could to the nearest 
phone a quarter of a mile 
away. Firemen arrived too 
late to save the building. 

Hastings was heartbroken. 
He poured what money he 
had left into other activities, 
allowing Mesa Alta to go to 
ruin. 

He formed the Hastings 
foundation to finance a 
Pasadena sanitarium that be¬ 
came one of the leading in¬ 
stitutions to find cures for 
tuberculosis. Proceeds from 
the foundation now go to the 
use School of Medicine. 

Hastings died in 1942, the 
same year that the ranch was 
sold to a real estate syndi¬ 
cate for $1,175,000. 

During World War II, the 
Army used the property as a 
target range. In 1945, the 
lower 400 acres were sub¬ 
divided into housing lots. 
The shopping center and por¬ 
tions of the Upper Ranch 
housing development began 
in 1954. 

Along came schools, in¬ 
cluding La Salle High School 
in 1955, the radio tower, the 
First Church of the Nazarene 
and incorporation of 
and incorporation of Hast¬ 
ings Ranch into Pasadena. 

A few years before the 
shopping center was con¬ 
structed, my grandparents, 
Anita and Holt Gregory, 
would strap me into the sad¬ 
dle of one of their horses and 
ride with me up Michillinda 
Avenue. 

I was too young then to 
remember the surround¬ 
ings. But I certainly appre¬ 
ciate what the area meant to 
them—west of Michillinda to 
my grandfather, east to Anita 
Carter Gregory, whose fath¬ 
er founded Sierra Madre 100 
years ago this me nth and will 
be the subject of my column 
next week.
